M. Kohn left the Orleans Par- . 
ish Grand Jury room Thurs- » 
day afternoon after testifying 
for nearly three hours in a jury t 
probe of organized crime. 

Kohn said he was scheduled 
to appear before the jury again 
at 3 p. m. the following” Thurs- 
day. 

ihe all-day session was ap- , 
parently devoted entirely to 
crime. 

Other witnesses were also in- 
vited to appear. Kohn and his 
attorney, Milton Brener, tem- 
porarily abandoned Wednes- 
day an attempt in Federal 
District Court to block a 
subpoena which had earlier | 
been issued for Kohn. 

Brener, who stood by in the 
Criminal Courts Building as 
Kohn testified, said an agree- 1 
ment had been reached with 1 
the district attorney’s office \ 
that Kohn would not be pressed « 
to reveal his confidential 1 
sources. 

With that stipulation, Kohn ‘ 
agreed to appear voluntarily } 
rather than be subpoenaed. 

HAS REFUSED 
Kohn’s refusal to do so be- * 
fore past grand juries has re- i 
suited in two Parish Prison ; 
sentences for contempt of 
court. 

, Kohn has long held that or- 
ganized crime flourishes in 
New Orleans. 

Kohn entered the jury room 
at 3:10 p.m. and left shortly be- 4 
fore 6 p.m. 

Immediately preceding 
Kohn’s appearance was one 
by Ross T. Scaccia, a can- 
didate for the office of district 
attorney. I 

Scaccia formerly served as an * 1 * 3 
assistant DA in charge of vice ( 
and as an assistant U.S. at- < 
torney. 

A New Ct’I eans police detec- 
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live, Dave Kent of the intellig- 
ence division, and Wallace Moll, 
chief of the federal Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division, testified 

1 during the morning. 

1 Grand jury proceedings are 
secret, but Kent was expected 
to give his opinion on sugges- 
tions that the intelligence divi- 
sion be beefed up to more ef- 
fectively combat organized 
crime.
